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Young  Graduates  of  Wesleyan  Go  To 


Foreign  Mission  Fields 


Wesleyan  College  has  had  a large  part 
in  a dynamic  plan  of  the  Methodist 
Church  for  rebuilding  human  souls  in  the 
devastation  following  the  worst  war  in 
history.  Two  of  her  graduates  are  among 
the  group  of  young  people  who  have 
dedicated  themselves  for  three  years  to 
the  task  of  teaching  the  Christian  way  of 
life  to  young  people  of  the  most  needy 
countries;  Betty  Strom,  A.B.  ’49,  is  in 
India  and  Nancy  Black,  *50  in  Cuba,  and 
one  of  her  faculty,  Miss  Mildred  Hud- 
gins, has  served  on  the  faculty  which 
gave  intensive  training  to  these  young 
“taachers  and  builders.” 

The  program  was  started  in  1947  when 
some  Board  of  Missions  leaders  asked  a 
group  of  Japanese  Christians:  “What 
can  the  Christians  in  America  do  that 
will  help  your  country  most?”  The  reply 
was:  “Send  us  some  of  your  young  peo- 
ple to  rebuild  the  morale  of  our  young 
people.” 

Word  was  sent  out  to  college  young 
people  in  America:  “Will  you  go  to  Japan 
for  three  years?  Will  you  accept  a salary 
of  $1000  a year,  and  agree  not  to  marry 
for  this  period  of  service?”  Fifty  young 
men  and  women  between  the  ages  of  21 
and  28  answered  the  call.  Other  Protes- 
tant churches  joined  forces,  and  “Op- 
eration J-3”  — Japan  for  three  years  — 
became  effective. 

Would  the  plan  work?  Weren’t  they 
too  young  and  too  inexperienced?  Were- 
n’t they  going  out  just  for  adventure 
or  travel?  Would  they  stick?  Could  they 
take  it? 

It  did  work.  They  did  such  a good  job 
teaching  in  the  mission  schools,  playing 
with  Japanese  young  people,  living  with 
them  in  work  camps,  bringing  to  them 
the  zest  and  happiness  that  American 
young  people  have  in  abundance,  coupled 
with  the  seriousness  of  Christian  pur- 
pose, that  the  following  year  a group  of 
“I — 3”  were  sent  out  — India  for  three 
years.  Betty  Strom  went  with  this  group, 
and  has  served  for  a year  and  a half  in 
Belgaum,  India. 

Last  year  the  “LA-3’s” — Latin  Amer- 
ica for  three  years — trained  and  went 
to  their  posts,  among  these  Nancy  Black 
from  Wesleyan.  Replacements  were  sent 
to  Japan.  Next  year  the  call  is  for  “A- 
3’s”  — Africa  for  three  years. 

The  church  spared  no  pains  to  give 


these  short-term  missionaries  the  best 
possible  preparation  during  six  weeks  on 
the  campus  of  Hartford  Seminary  in 
Connecticut.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Shack- 
lock  came  to  head  the  program,  Dr. 
Shacklock  taking  a year’s  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  Drew  Theological  Seminary 
where  he  heads  the  Department  of  Mis- 
sions. Murray  Dickson  was  flown  from 
his  mission  station  in  Cochabama,  Boliv- 
ia, where  he  has  served  for  the  past 
seven  years  to  share  with  the  trainees 
his  wealth  of  experience. 

Miss  Mildred  Hudgins  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  religion  at  Wesleyan,  who  has 
spent  a term  as  a full-time  missionary 
in  Japan,  fits  well  into  the  program. 
Many  others,  some  from  mission  fields, 
some  from  the  national  staff  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  some  outstanding  Christian 
leaders  such  as  Dr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  Dr. 
George  P.  Howard,  Dr.  Edward  Blair, 
Dr.  Lowell  Hazzard,  Dr.  Matthew  Spinka 
and  others  gave  of  their  best  to  the 
young  people. 


The  group  studied  English  (from  the 
point  of  view  of  a foreigner  learning  the 
language),  languages  (of  the  respective 
countries  to  which  they  were  going), 
area  orientation,  and  most  of  all,  spirit- 
ual resources. 

Miss  Hudgins  says:  “I  lived  with  these 
young  people,  and  I watched  the  change 
that  came  in  the  group  as  the  weeks 
passed.  I’ve  never  seen  any  group  have 
more  fun  than  they  did,  but  at  the  same 
time  there  was  the  thrilling  experience 
of  growing  together  until  at  the  end  of 
the  six  weeks  there  was  a bond  that  was 
stronger  than  any  they  had  ever  known 
before.  Their  singleness  of  purpose  had 
made  them  one,  and  they  had  the  strength 
that  comes  through  the  acceptance  of  a 
common  task  in  the  Master’s  name. 

“The  highest  moment  in  the  summer 
of  ’50  came  in  the  last  hour  with  Murray 
Dickson.  He  had  been  trying  to  orient 
them  for  their  tasks,  and  at  the  end  he 
said,  ‘I  have  told  you  all  I know.  You 
are  the  only  ones  who  can  give  the  real

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answers.  Now  it  is  up  to  you  to  go  out 
and  do  it  in  God’s  name.  And  may  He 
bless  you/ 

“Murray  walked  quietly  out  of  the 
classroom.  There  was  no  shuffling  of 
feet,  no  picking  up  of  books,  no  chatter. 
Instead  those  50  young  people  sat  in 
silence  for  nearly  ten  minutes.  After- 
ward when  we  asked  them  what  hap- 
pened to  them  they  replied,  ‘We  don’t 
know.  Somehow  Murray  made  us  feel 
the  importance  of  our  task.  We  realized 
that  we  were  going  out  to  do  something 
too  big  for  us  to  do  alone’.” 

From  India 

Betty  Strom  writes  from  Belgaum, 
B.P.,  India:  “I  am  teaching  English,  Bi- 
ble, and  physical  education  to  the  ninth 
standard  in  our  high  school  here.  Next 
to  our  bungalow  is  the  girls’  hostel, 
where  Christian  girls  from  the  villages 
come  to  stay  and  go  to  school.  They 
come  from  extremely  poor  families,  and 
the  missions  has  to  furnish  most  of  their 
clothes  as  well  as  their  tuition.  They  all 
come  to  my  room  for  I have  the  only  big 
mirror  on  the  place — girls  are  alike  the 
world  over.  The  older  girls  can  speak 
and  understand  English.  The  little  ones 
chatter  away  to  me  in  their  own  lan- 
guage just  as  though  I understood  every 
word. 

“I  am  also  serving  as  adult  advisor 
for  our  Student  Christian  Movement 
here.  There  are  a number  of  colleges 
here  so  we  have  a nice  group  of  Chris- 
tian college  students.  During  the  Christ- 
mas holidays  we  had  a conference  in 
Hyderabad  for  the  students  of  Pakistan, 
Ceylon,  India,  and  Burma.  I was  espe- 
cially pleased  to  hear  Miss  Muriel  Lester 
and  Dr.  Harold  Ehrensperger  whom  I 
had  heard  at  Wesleyan.  Dr.  John  Ben- 
nett from  Union  Theological  Seminary 
spoke  on  ‘Christianity  and  Communism.’ 


Briefs  From 

Five-Day  Week  Plan  for  Next  School 
Year 

Faculties  of  both  Wesleyan  campuses 
approved  a new  schedule  of  classes  for 
next  year  (beginning  September,  1951) 
operating  on  the  semester  system,  five 
days  a week.  Classes  will  begin  at  8:30 
A.M.  Two  one-hour  periods  a week  will 
be  devoted  to  chapel  programs;  lunch  will 
be  served  at  an  earlier  hour;  some  labs 
will  be  held  in  the  mornings.  The  change 
will  give  the  education  department,  now 
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Communism  is  a big  question  in  India, 
and  in  some  villages  Communists  are 
causing  trouble,  but  there  is  no  hostility 
toward  us  missionaries. 

“My  work  is  most  interesting  and  in- 
spiring. I only  hope  I have  been  able  to 
give  half  as  much  as  I have  gained!” 

From  Cuba 

Nancy  Black  writes:  “Ever  since  I 
came  to  Havana  in  September  I have 
been  wanting  to  write  to  you,  but  getting 
acquainted,  learning  the  language,  and 
teaching  has  taken  all  my  time! 

“Wish  I could  have  been  at  Wesleyan 
for  Homecoming.  Lidia  Soto  and  I spent 
the  day  talking  and  thinking  about  Wes- 
leyan. 

“My  main  responsibility  is  teaching  the 
fifth  grade.  I teach  everything  from 
spelling  to  science,  all  in  English.  It 
continues  to  amaze  me  that  little  chil- 
dren here  can  learn  English  so  well,  and 
I’m  still  struggling  with  ‘como  esta 
usted’!  I also  have  a class  of  high  school 
girls  in  Bible,  which  is  very  interesting 
because  I have  girls  of  Catholic  and 
Jewish  backgrounds  as  well  as  Protes- 
tant. 

“There  are  four  of  us  ‘new  mission- 
aries’ here  at  Buenavista  and  we  have 
various  projects  in  connection  with  the 
Cuban  mission  work.  My  ‘special’  is  a 
new  mission  in  a very  poor  section  of 
Marinao,  where  I have  about  50  little 
boys  and  girls  every  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day morning.  My  children  write  letters 
to  ‘Three  Kings’  at  Christmas  instead  of 
to  Santa  Claus,  and  there  are  many  cus- 
toms which  are  different  from  ours.  But 
the  important  thing  is  the  united 
strength  of  Christian  believers  every- 
where, which  knows  no  language  or  cul- 
tural barriers. 

“May  God  bless  you  all!”
